m a r k a b ly F ra n k Statem ents on the 
Part of the Diplomatic Corps. 


London, 
Oct. 
30. — The 
attitude 
toward the proposals of the United 
Sta tes regarding Mexico is not yet 
known here, but it is thought that the 
powers will readily entrust the main­ 
tenance of orde,* to the United States.

W ashington, Oct. 30.—From intima­ 
tions receiv ed here from Mexico City 
it is believ ed that General Blanquet 
will be declared v ice president and will 
succeed Huerta, the latter rev erting 
to his old post as head of t ie army and 
thus becoming eligible for election to 
the presidency. 
The administration has been inform­ 
ed that the diplomatic corps in Mexico 
City is unanimous in the opinion that 
only interv ention by the United States 
can sa v e Mexico and that such drastic 
action is inev itable. 
Europeans ex­ 
press dissatisfaction with existing con­ 
ditions and the attitude of the United 
States. 
The president’s note to the 
powers announcing his new policy in 
Mexico probably will he delayed until 
Huerta has declared the result of the 
election. 
It was admitted that the three pow­ 
ers responding to the request of the 
United Sta tes to withhold action until 
the president’s policy is announced 
hav e giv en no indication of their in­ 
tention to join the United Sta tes in 
antagonism to Huerta or in repudia­ 
tion of the election results. 
Secretary 
Bryan 
responded 
fav orably 
to 
the 
French request for a warship to pro­ 
tect French citizens in danger in Sin­ 
aloa, but has not asked the nav y de­ 
partment to take any steps toward af­ 
fording 
such 
protection. 
Admiral 
Fletcher was instructed to put General 
Felix Diaz and his companions on the 
first steamer leav ing Vera Cruz for 
Cuba or the United States, a s they may 
prefer. 
The substitution of General Blan­ 
quet, Huerta’s right-hand man, for the 
latter in the president’s chair looms 
lip as considerably more than a prob­ 
ability. 
Inasmuch as the administra­ 
tion bas strong feeling s of repugnance 
for Blanquet, this outcome will not be 
regarded as agreeable by the adminis­ 
tration in Washington. 
The change will make it possible for 
Huerta to become eligible for election 
to the presidency without giv ing up his 
absolute hold on Mexico in the inter­ 
im, because it is the 
understanding 
that if he steps down in fav or of Blan­ 
quet he will rev ert to his old position 
of commander-in-chief of the Mexican 
army. 
This office under existing con­ 
ditions and when held by such a person 
as General Huerta, carries with it v ir­ 
tual rule ov er Mexico, especially if the 
presidency is filled by a man as sub­ 
serv ient to Huerta as General Blan­ 
quet is supposed to be. 
The shift is 
expected to come about by means of a 
declaration that the Huerta-Blanquet 
ticket receiv ed the most v otes in the 
elections held Sunday and that a suf­ 
ficient number of precincts were heard 
from to make the election v alid. 
The 
Huerta v otes will be declared null and 
v oid because of the constitutional pro­ 
hibition a g a inst a prov isional president 
succeeding him self in the presidency. 
The prohibition inv oked against Huer­ 
ta does not apply, howev er, according 
to the announcement of Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Moheno, to the v ice 
presidency, so that Blanquet can be 
declared elected to that office. 
The seriousness of the America! 
position in regard to Mexico was clear­ 
ly indicated when it became known 
how frankly representa tiv es of Euro­ 
pean gov ernments in Mexico hav e ex­ 
pressed them selv es.

It was adm itted 
at th e state, departm ent th a t th e re­ 
q uest of P resident W ilson to all gov ­ 
ernm ents interested in Mex ico to defer 
action in Mex ico until th ey h ad h eard 
from h im was for th e purpose of h ead­ 
ing off anticipated action by th em . In 
the ligh t of inform ation about w h at 
h as been going on in th e diplom atic 
corps in Mex ico City it is believ ed th at 
P resident W ilson will h av e a difficult 
task offering a program sh ort of inter­ 
v ention wh ich will satisfy th e oth er 
gov ernm ents, inasm uch as th eir offi­ 
cial representativ es in Mex ico already 
h av e ex pressed forcibly th eir belief in 
the inev itableness and desirability of 
A m ericans stepping in.
